LEGISLATIVE  AGENDA 
—  1988  SESSION  — 


Our  Legislative  Agenda  covers  a  wide  variety  of  sub- 
jects, some  of  which  include: 

BALLOT  QUESTION.  Organized  labor  is  involved  in 
battling  two  referenda  ballot  questions  and  our  legisla- 
tive proposal  would  allow  money  from  PAC  funds  to  be 
used  to  support  or  oppose  referenda  questions. 

CHILD  CARE.  Quality,  affordable  child  care  is  an  issue 
of  great  concern  to  most  working  people.  Our  bill  would 
allow  corporations  to  deduct  expenditures  paid  for  de- 
pendent care  assistance  to  employees. 

CHILD  LABOR  LAWS.  With  the  rise  in  the  numbers  of 
children  who  are  employed  illegally  —  either  in  prohi- 
bited occupation  or  in  excess  of  the  number  of  working 
hours  set  by  law  for  their  age  group,  we  propose  an 
increase  in  all  fines  and  penalties  for  violations. 

ELECTRICITY  IMPORTATION.  The  MA  AFL-CIO 
adopted  a  resolution  and  filed  legislation  in  support  of 
importation  restrictions  on  energy  which  would  bar 
importing  more  than  10%"  of  the  state's  electricity 
needs. 

MINIMUM  WAGE.  In  1985,  we  were  successful  in  hav- 
ing the  state's  minimum  wage  increased  by  .10  every 
July  1st  for  three  years,  now  the  wage  would  increase 
accordingly:  1989— $4.25, 1990— $4.45  and  1991— $4.65. 

MONITORING  OF  EMPLOYEES.  In  order  to  place 
more  controls  on  monitoring,  including  what  type  of 
monitoring  is  allowable  and  under  what  circumstan- 
ces, our  bill  would  require  that  employers  notify  em- 
ployees in  advance  when  their  performance  is  being 
monitored. 

OPENING  RETAIL  STORES  ON  SUNDAY.  Our  Blue 
Laws  were  amended  to  allow  retail  stores  to  open  after 
noon  time  on  Sundays.  To  stop  certain  stores  from 
circumventing  the  law,  our  bill  would  increase  the  fines 
for  doing  business  illegally  on  Sunday  and  ensure  uni- 
form enforcement. 

PARENTING  LEAVE.  Currently  under  the  law  only 
women  are  entitled  to  take  8  weeks  maternity  leave  for 
the  birth  or  adoption  of  a  child.  Our  bill  would  establish 
maternity/paternity  leave  rights  and  would  extend  the 
leave  time  from  8  to  1 2  weeks,  the  first  four  weeks  with 
pay. 

RIGHT  TO  KNOW  STUDY.  To  make  certain  that  the 
Right  to  Know  Law,  which  has  been  on  the  books  since 
1983,  is  implemented  evenly  and  efficiently,  our  bill 
would  establish  a  study  commission  to  investigate  the 
effectiveness  of  this  law. 

TESTING  OF  EMPLOYEES.  We  have  filed  a  bill  which 
would  prohibit  the  mandatory  testing  of  employees  by 


including  in  the  definition  of  "lie  detector",  any  form  of 
handwriting  analysis  and  bar  the  sampling  of  blood, 
urine,  bodily  fluids  or  tissues. 

EDUCATION  DIRECTOR'S  REPORT 

My  first  year  as  Education  Director  has  been  marked 
by  a  number  of  important  advances  for  the  Massachu- 
setts AFL/CIO  Education  Program. 

On  May  4th  at  IBEW 1 03  a  first  of  its  kind  educational 
conference  was  sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL/- 
CIO.  Representatives  from  Labor,  State  Government 
and  the  academic  community  joined  together  to  clarify 
and  begin  to  build  the  outlines  of  a  labor  education 
agenda  for  the  90's.  The  results  of  this  important  se- 
minar are  now  available  in  a  labor  education  mission 
statement  issued  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL/CIO  Edu- 
cation Committee. 

The  centerpiece  of  our  education  program  con- 
tinues to  be  our  unrivaled  scholarship  program.  Over 
$1 10,000  in  awards  were  presented  to  deserving  young 
students.  Thanks  to  the  generosity  of  the  affiliated  lo- 
cal unions  and  the  hard  work  of  the  education  commit- 
tee, the  scholarship  judges  and  the  Massachusetts  AFL/- 
CIO  staff  we  are  able  to  administer  the  most  compre- 
hensive scholarship  program  in  the  country.  With  your 
help  many  more  young  scholars  will  be  able  to  further 
their  education  in  the  future. 

Our  Labor  in  the  Schools  Project  is  another  aspect  of 
our  Education  Program  which  we  can  all  look  on 
with  pride.  The  Boston  project  is  proceeding  smoothly 
thanks  in  large  part  to  the  dedication  of  the  Boston 
Teachers  Union  and  UFCW  Local  1445.  Both  the  Wor- 
cester-Framingham  and  Berkshire  Central  Labor 
Councils  have  begun  their  initial  outreach  to  make 
labor  education  a  reality  in  the  Worcester  and  Pittsfield 
school  systems.  If  we  continue  to  pursue  the  concept 
of  labor  education  in  the  public  schools  with  diligence, 
perhaps  some  day  every  city  in  the  Com- 
monwealth will  allow  Labor's  story  to  be  told  to  our 
children. 

On  a  final  note,  I  would  like  to  thank  President  Os- 
born  for  sponsoring  the  reception  on  my  installation  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Massachu- 
setts. I  pledge  to  bring  the  perspective  of  working  peo- 
ple to  the  critical  issues  of  higher  education.  Public 
higher  education  has  been  and  must  continue  to  be  an 
avenue  of  advancement  for  children  from  trade  union 
families.

A  newspaper  is  many  things  to  many  people.  For  some,  it's  the 
headlines,  commentary,  or  sports  pages;  for  others,  it's  the  comics, 
feature  stories,  or  book  reviews.  For  most  people,  though,  it's  a  daily 
companion,  a  primary  source  of  news  and  information,  which  keeps 
them  in  close  touch  with  the  world  around  them.  The  Boston  Globe  is 
that  kind  of  newspaper.

It  tries  to  be  a  positive  force  in  the 
community  -  a  teacher  and  leader  -  by  sponsoring  many  public  affairs 
programs,  particularly  for  young  people  who  will  be  our  leaders  of 
tomorrow.

As  you  are  all  aware  by  now,  Question  2 
which  would  repeal  the  Massachusetts  Pre- 
vailing Wage  Statute  will  be  on  the  ballot 
come  November  8th.  Bankrolled  by  the  Asso- 
ciated Builders  and  Contractors  (ABC)  the 
alleged  "Fair  Wage"  Committee  has  been 
conducting  a  campaign  of  distortions  and 
misinformation  to  confuse  the  public  in  order 
to  remove  a  law  which  stands  in  the  way  of 
their  profiteering  motives. 

To  educate  the  public  and  mobilize  against 
Question  2,  the  Committee  for  Quality  of  Life 
has  been  formed.  Organized  labor  has  joined 
hands  with  senior  citizens,  women's  groups, 
minority  organizations  an  many  other  inter- 
ested parties  to  expose  the  ABC's  motives 
and  assure  a  resounding  NO  vote  on  Ques- 
tion 2. 

Question  2  is  not  only  a  direct  frontal  attack 
on  working  people,  but  a  serious  threat  to  the 
Quality  of  Life  of  communites  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.

I  urge  all  of  you  to  work  hard  towards  defeat 
of  Question  2.  Together  under  the  umbrella 
of  the  "Quality  of  Life"  Committee,  we  can 
stop  the  ABC.  The  precedent  of  for  profit 
groups  using  the  public  referenda  process 
must  be  halted.  If  we  don't  stop  them  in  No- 
vember, who  knows  what  like  minded  groups 
will  develop  plans  to  use  the  ballot  question 
as  a  tool  against  working  people  in  1990.
